For. several months I have, 
through the press, endeavored to ac- 
quaint the people of Los Angeles | 
and community with the conditions 
which unquestionably are largely 
reponsible for much of the crime 
we are experiencing, viz. the inde- 
terminate sentence law, the proba- 
tion and parole systema, and ridicul- 
ously light sentences, with the re- 
sultant encouragement to a large 
number to commit crimes with the 
belief that even if caught their 
punishment will be light. I believe 
those conditions are generally un- 
derstood and conceded. 

I am much pleased to be able 
to report that very defi action 
is now being taken to correct the 
faults complained of, viz: 

First, a bill has been introduced 
im our State Legislature to repeal 
the indeterminate sentence law. 

Second, we are introducing an- 
other bill for the purpose of very 
materially increasing the minimum, 
‘and, in several instances, the max- 
imum sentences for about twenty- 
five different classes of felony. 

MENACE TO SECURITY. 

I regard the indeterminate 
sentence law eas a failure and in- 
imical to the peace and security of 
our cifizens. I very much desire its 
repeal. It denies our judges a power 
correctly theirs, of fixing siitable 
sentences after the cases have been 
presented before them in great de- 
tall, and while the various impres- 
sions. and conclusions are fresh in

WANT DEATH PENALTY. 
Kidnaping is punishable by im-

Robbery is punishable by impris- 
onment of not less than one year. 
It gives the Probation Board and 
the courts the discretion of impos- 
ing a penalty of simply one year for 

bery, which is ridiculous. (We 
propose a penalty of not less than 
ten years.) | 

Assault, with intent te commit 
murder, now punishable by im- 
prisonment of one to fourteen years. 
All criminals under that class are 
thereby eligible to parole in one 
year, and many of them escape with 
that silly sentence.

Assault, with intent to 
rape, now punishable by imprison- 
ment of one to fourteen years.

ITTE TELLS STORY OF 
-RUSSIA’S FIRST SOVIET. 


Prestige of “Workmen’s Council” Lost| 
by the Collapse of General Strike; 
Leaders Arrested Wholesale.

The first revolutionary wave, origt- 
nating in the West, moved eastward 
and infested the  Transbaikalian 
army.

completely, and the troops

Then the strike 
of the telegraph operators came to 
increase the confusion. Day after 
day and the armies were 
still far away from Centra! Russia, 
their absence complicating both the 
internal and the international posi- 
tion of the country. I repeatedly 
pointed out the seriousness of the 
situation to Grand Duke Nicholas 
Nikolayevich, to the Minister of War 
and to the chief of the General 
Staff, Gen. Palitzyn. They replied 
quite correctly that the matter was 
within the province of Gen. Linevich, 
commander-in-chief of the armies 
in adttive service. The only official 


jecommunication [ received from the 


commander-in-chief throughout the 
six months of my Premiership was 
a dispatch informing me that four- 
teen (I remember that number very 
distinctly) anarchist - revolutionists 
had arrived at the front to atir 
up trouble in the army. I showed 
this telegram to His Majesty and 
‘he returned it to me with the fol- 
lowing words written on the margin: 
“I hope they will be hanged.” 
TO OPEN TRAFFIC. 

At this juncture, I hit upon the 
idea of dispatching two military 
trains, one from Harbin westward, 


the other from European Russia 
eastward, under the com d of 
two firm and resolute generals, in- 


structed. to open up normal traffic 
on the Siberian roads and remove 
the causes which hindered the reg- 
ular functioning of the roads. His 
Majesty was pleased by this idea and 
adopted my plan. Gen. Meller- 
Zakomelski was placed at the head 
of the expedition which had Mos- 
cow as its starting-point, while the 
train dispatched from HarNin was 
ut under the command of Gen. 
nnenkampf. The two 
were ordered to reopen norma! traf- 
fic and restore order along the 
Siberian railways at any They 
acquitted themselves of theif task 
with eminent success, and the two 
trains effected a junction near Chita. 
Naturally enough, this extraordi- 
nary measure could not be carried 
into effect without severe repres- 
sions. On reaching Chita, which 
was entirely in the hands of revo- 
lutionists, Gen. Rennenkampf pro- 
ceeded to execute a number of peo- 


e. 
Simultaneously, Commanéer-in- 
Chief Linevich was dismissed and 
Gen. Grodekov appointed in his 
stead, at my recommendation. He 
succeeded in restoring order in the 
army and transporting the Man- 
churian armies into the interior of 
the country. At my suggestion, 
the location of the.troops was al- 
tered, with a view to the most ef- 
fective supression of local insurrec- 
tions and riots. My principle was 
to oppose force to force and to take 
the most drastic measures against 
en open uprising, but at the same 
time I was against the practice of 
mass executions,.months and years 
after order had been restored. 

The city of St. Petersburg, the 
intellectual capital of the country, 
with its large industrial population 
was, naturally enough, one of the 
chief storm centers of the revolu- 
It was there that the Council 
of Workmen's Deputies 
being. The idea of set- 
ting up this institution was born in 
the early days of October, and the 
press began to agitate for it among 
the working population of the cap- 
ital. On October 12 the first ses- 
sion of the soviet took place in 
Technological Institute. At th 
session an appeal was issued to 
of the capital, urging 
them to strike and to formulate ex- 
treme political demands. The sec- 
ond session took place in the same 
building the following day. At this 
session a certain Nosar, a Jew, and 
an assistant. attorney-at-law, was 
elected president of the soviet. No- 
sar, for purposes of propaganda, 
worked as a weaver at Chesher's 
factory and was known there under 
the name of Khrustalev. The work- 
nig population of St. Petersburg, al- 
most in its entirety, rried out 
the decisions of the soviet with com- 
plete submission. On October 15, 
the soviet met again in the same 
building, this session being attended 
by several professors and a few 
members of other liberal profes- 
sions, who took an active part in 
the discussions. The next day, in 
consequence of the publication of 
new rulings concerning public meet- 
ings, the school and university 
buildings were closed down. For 
this reason the soviet could not 
meet that day.

Los Angeles began to grow with vir- 
tually no industries. Its location and match- 
less climatic conditions brought many peo- 
ple here and caused the little pueblo to ex- 
pand to somewhat larger proportions. The

It a for thie reason that Wal- 
ter P. Temple offered to place the 
bodies of the old friend and com- 
padre of his father, F. P. F. Temple, 
and his grandfather, William Work- 
man, in the beautiful marble me- 
morial which he has erected to his 
family. Classic in the simplicity 
of its lines, this btands within the 
enclosure which marks the old 
graveyard of which Warner says 
in his Centennial History of Los 
Angeles, “Companions of a hundred 
Gangers and toils, Workman and 
Rowland sleep together in the 
church yard of the little chapel, 
which both designed many years 
ago.” The little chapel long since 
vanished.
